Push At Home And Abroad |; 


FEWER WORKLESS: 
RUSH OF ORDERS 


BY OUR INDUSTRIAL CORRESPONDENT 


ITH industrial improvement at home and a big 
official drive for better foreign trade imminent, 


Britain can look confidently ahead 


prosperous times and a gradual decrease in unemploy- 


ment figures. 


The first of those decreases 
will be revealed to-morrow 
when official figures will 
show that since the last re- 
turns 150,000 people have 
found work. 


Here, in brief, are pointers to a 
brighter trade era for Britain: 


At Home: 


Government contracts in con- 
nection with the defence pro- 
gramme are to be placed at the 
rate of more than £1,000,000 a day 
for the whole year. 


British Industries Fair, which 
closed last night, has done such 
good business that Mr. R. S. 
Hudson, Secretary of the 
Overseas Trade Department, 
describes it as “ one of the best 
ever.” 

He revealed that overseas 
buyers had attended the Fair in 
record numbers and that their 
Orders had been increasingly 
Satisfactory. 


“ We hope,” said Mr. Hudson, 
“that” buyers from. overseas 
will carry back an important 
message of peace. They en- 
couraged us by their visit to 
think they believed we shold 
avoid the catastrophe of war. 


“We hope they found here in 
Our increased self-confidence, in- 
Creased strength and increased 
influence one of the strongest 
bulwarks of that peace we all so 
ardently desire to enjoy.” 


Abroad: 


Mr. Hudson, with the Fair over, 
is now free to concentrate on his 
Important trade mission next 
Month to Moscow—a visit which 
May result in at least another 
£10,000,000 worth of British goods 
being sold each year in Russia.

The French Government has irrefutable evidence 
that most of the leakage and recent sabotage of 
rearmament plans was due to the German and 
Italian workmen. 


SECRET SERVICE PROBE 


As a result of police and secret service investigations a 
large number of suspects will be placed on trial instead of 
being pushed over the fronteirs. 

The revelations are of extreme importance to Britain, as 
most of the firms concerned have been entrusted, under 
the pooling arrangements between the two countries, with 
details of British inventions concerned with National 


defence, and some of these have been involved in the 
leakages. 


A commission has been appointed to carry out a rapid 
census of foreign workers, and ensure that those from 
suspect countries are dismissed rapidly. 


NEW POLICY 


Even with a dilution of French labour 
it will be impossible to fill the gaps, so 
the policy of the French Government is 
to employ British workmen of suitable 
type. 

If the supply of Britons is not suff- 
cient a limited number of citizens of 
other countries friendly to France may 
then be employed.

FARM KILLS TWO 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT 


Lewes, Saturday. 
WO PEOPLE—AN AGED FATHER AND HIS DAUGHTER

His wife, said to be the daughter of a 
former K.C., died a year ago. 

Although Mr. Morse owned much of 
the surrounding land and important pro- 
perty in London and Brighton, he lived 
in remarkable circumstances. The house 
was allowed to fall into disrepair despite 
its valuable contents. 

Antiques, including more than 100 
clocks, and birds, were Mr. Morse’s sole 
interests. Miss Morse, said the neigh- 
bour, kept cats in birdcages. 


A.R.P. WAS NOT 
WHAT DOCTOR 
HAD ORDERED 


Since the Ministry of Health took 
over the administration of first-aid posts 
from the Home Office, A.R.P. had be- 
come so complicated that he did not 
know where he stood.

Hundreds of children have been 
adopted by the society. 

Most of them were the unwanted 
babies of foreigners living in France. But 
others came from Britain, Belgium and 


Italy. 
VANISHED 

A few months ago the police dis- 
covered that when they reached the age 
of fifteen these adopted girls vanished. 

Inquiries began—the matron of the 
home was questioned. 

She said the girls had been placed in 
gaon jobs. But the police were not satis- 

ed. 

Watch was kept. 

Now the police declare that the girls 
have been sent to notorious houses and 
that the baby-farmers had a contract to 
furnish these places with attractive girls 
still in their teens. 

Some of the girls were sent to Eng- 
land with the aid of faked passports. 
Others were shipped to South America. 
But the majority were sent to houses of 
ill-fame in France and Belgium. 

A gang of more than a dozen men 
and women are said to have run the 
home. The majority were Italians, but 
the matron is said to be an English- 
woman. 

Ten arrests have already been made, 
and warrants have been issued for the 
Others, who are said to have fled to 
England.

This was the revelation made yesterday by the “ Giornale 
d'Italia,” which states that the Pope was descending three steps 
when he slipped, striking his right elbow against the marble 


floor. 


After the broadcast he wasexamined by Dr. Galeazzi, who 
found that no bones were broken, but that there was a slight bruise, 


which is expected to heal in a few 
days. 

A Vatican official, confirming the 
report, said that since the fall, hun- 
dreds of thousands of people had 
seen the Pope raise his arm in im- 
parting his Apostolic benediction. 

His arm was normal to-night, it 
was added. 


OLD CUSTOM 


The new Pope, it was also learned 
to-day, may restore the old custom of 
being crowned on the central balcony of 
St. Peters in view of the thousands in 
the huge square below., 

The last Pope to be crowned on the 
balcony was Pius IX in 1846. 

After the occupation of Rome in 1870, 
when the Pope became the “ Prisoner of 
the Vatican,” subsequent  Pontifis 
refused to carry on the custom. 

But Pope Pius XII, who will be 
crowned on March 12, will be the first 
Supreme Pontiff elected since the re- 
stored relations between Italy and the 
Holy See, and this, it is claimed, re- 
moves obstacles in the way of resuming 
the old custom.—British United Press.

It was Morris who induced Lady 
Diana Duffi-Cooper to act the part of 
the Madonna. A simple soul, in spite 
of his business astuteness, he looked on 
her with reverence, with an awe, indeed, 
that induced merriment. 

“That Princess,” he said to me once, 
speaking of her. “That Queen! Yet— 
do you know?—she sits down at lunch 
and uses a knife and fork just like you 
and me!” 

Well, Morris came in the Savoy, and, 
on the other side of the room, saw me 
sitting alone. He was a close friend 
of the Cochrans and he was a close 
friend of mine.

“Al, I've made Charlie and Swaffie 


shake hands,” he said. 


And he told 
of the Christmas bells and the forgive- 
nesS :...

Morris turned pale with excitement. 


“Get out, you rat!” he shouted.

But you don’t know. what he did,” 
exclaimed Morris. ‘‘ God, I was a poor 
youth then, selling tickets outside 
Hammerstein’s music-hall.

Well, years passed—and, in his New 
York office, not many months since, Al 
Woods was telling this story to a friend 
who had called to see. him. He 
laughed and laughed....until the other 
man said, “ Yes, but it isn’t funny. I

“THE BARRETTS OF 
WIMPOLE STREET” 


For eight years, Rudolf Besier did 
not write a play. He lived on one of 


the Channel Islands, in retirement. 


Now, the London Theatre, soon after 
the war, had sunk to a sorry plight. 
The old actor-manager system, which, 
with all its vanities and meannesses, at 
least maintained a tradition, had given 
way to a commercialism run by 
managers who had made money easily 
during the War, 

A “script” meant nothing to them. 
They had to see jit acted. A tune was, 
to them, just a tune—until an 
audience, by applauding or keeping 
silent, told them whether it was a good 
one. 

So there began the great invasion of 
American plays, which I had to fight 
in the interests of our own dramatists 
and composers. Managers rushed to 
Broadway—and bought what they 
could see ready-made. 

In what way Rudolf Besier was 
affected by this we shall perhaps never 
know. Anyway, he kept away from it 
—and he declared he would not write 
for it. 

I, more than anyone, deplored this. 
I remembered the high promise of his 
first play—and its high artistic fulfil- 
ment. 

When 28 Besier had written for the 
Adelphi Theatre. which Otho Stuart 
then ran, “The Virgin Goddess,” a

Greek tragedy in the ancient tradition, 
a play in which I still remember Gene- 
vieve Ward, even then, in 1906, a veteran. 
That was a great night in the theatre. 
In five years Besier had followed this 
with “Olive Latimer’s Husband,” which 
gave Norman McKinnel a magnificent 
part, and “Lady Patricia,” a comedy 
worthy of Oscar Wilde; a play in which 
I can still see Mrs, Pat Campbell sitting | 
in a wide-spreading tree. 
Now these four plays were certainly | 
the most diverse in style among the 
writings of any young dramatist during 
my lifetime. ‘Those five years were 
years of brilliance and achievement. 
Besier then worked chiefly in col- 
laboration, knew success and failure, 
and then, after “Secrets,” which he 
wrote with May Edginton, and which 
ran, for over a year, retired to his 
Guernsey hermitage. 
Time after time I wrote of my regret. | 
Then, in 1930, after eight years of 
silence from Besier, his play-broker, 
‘Golding Bright, told me he had at last 


written a play. 

“I’m afraid it’s too good for them,” 
said Golding, who really knows his 
theatre, and who is a cynic. “It may | 
never be produced. It’s about the 
Brownings.” a

FROM MALVERN 
TO LONDON 


Well, after “ The Barretts of Wimpole 
Street” had gone the rounds, it was 
announced for production by Barry} 
Jackson at Malvern. Everyone went 
down except me—there had been an 
awful row after my criticism of “ The 
Apple Cart,” the Shaw play which 
inaugurated the Malvern Festival—and, 
to my surprise, the critics were only 
mild in their praise. 

Still, I remembered the phrase, “ Too | 
good for them.” 

“Its all right but the last act,” a rival | 
dramatist told me. “Then it’s dull. 
Besides, it’s nasty.” 

One day, when the play had reached 
Birmingham, Besier came across from 
the Garrick Club to see me. 

“Why didn’t you go to Malvern?” 
he asked. 


“I don’t go to see plays in the 
provinces,” I explained. “Bring it to 
London and I’ll go.” 

And I told how, when Raymond 
Massey, their own unknown Canadian 
actor, had first come to London, he 
asked me to go to his season at the 
Everyman, Hampstead, and I replied: 
“Dick Turpin only went to Hampstead 
on his way to York—and I don’t go to 
York. So why should I go to Hamp- 
stead ? ” 

“But you’ve been nagging me for 
years for not writing a play,” said 
Besier, “and now that I’ve written one 
you won't go to it.” 

He added that one of the Moulton- 
Barretts, who had been protesting to} 
the Lord Chamberlain against the way | 
in which Mrs. Browning’s father, their | 
ancestor, was depicted, was going to see 
the play that night. 

That gave me a really good exclusive 
story, one that caused much talk. 

“You got some fine publicity,” I said 
to Barry Jackson. when, on the London 
first night, we talked with one another 
before the curtain went up. i 

“Not the kind of publicity I like,” he 
answered. 

“People never get the publicity they 
like,” I retorted. “They should only 
complain when they don’t get any.” 

Well, that night, I saw stage great- 
ness, Cedric Hardwicke at his very best 
in the part of the bestial father, Gwen 
Frangcon-Davies. brilliant as Mrs. 
Browning. The critics had missed the 
brilliance of Besier’s writing. No one, 
at Malvern, had seen the significance of 
anything. 

Next morning I saw, outside the 
Queen’s Theatre, the poster—“‘ The 
Greatest Flay for Years’: Hannen 
Swaffer.” : 

Now all this is preliminary to one of 
the prize jokes in all filmland. 

Hollywood bought “The Barretts of 
Wimpole Street.” Metro-Goldwyn 
chose Norma Shearer, wife of their 
master-producer, for the part of Mrs. 
Browning, for which she was entirely 
unfitted, put Charles Laughton in the 
Cedriz Hardwicke role, and cast 
Fredric March, his American accent 
and all, as Browning. 

There was, at the Empire, a private 
view one midnight. 

Rudolf Besier, Golding Bright and I 
were in together. 

When we came out, I said, “ Well, 
Rudolt, what do you thing of the film? ” 

“____ awful,” he replied. 

“It’s a good thing we have got their 
money,” added Golding Bright. 

Yes, that was what the author—and

LIPPED by his broad thumb the 
tiny coin spun in a silver arc 
and fell silently on the carpet 
between us—the dignified old 
man, so startlingly like King 

Edward, and me i 

Old James Duncan Robertson picked 
it up and put it carefully back in the 
bottom right-hand pocket of his waist- 
coat before he spoke. 

“That’s my lucky fourpenny piece,” 
he explained. “I picked it up out of the 
mud on the Melbourne course before 
my horse Coronet won the Newmarket 
Handicap sprint with £120,000 in cash 
for me more than fifty years ago. 

“ Now I’m broke,” he continued with 
a wry smile, “but nothing would per- 
suade me to part with it, even if I 
nadn’t the price of a cup of tea in my 
pocket.” 

That fourpenny bit, worn smooth and 
thin by the passing years, has always 
been in his waistcoat pocket, changed 
from suit to suit through the good times 
and bad, a little silver talisman to 
remind him of his greatest coup. 

Easy come, easy go—that’s how it has 
always been with him. Up one minute 
and down the next—with no regrets. 

He netted small fortunes when 
Galopin and Kisber won the Derby in 
1875 and 76: and with the same care- 
free grin as he wore when collecting 
from the bookmakers lost as much as 
£60,000 in a single day trying to support 
a slumping stock market. 


BATTLE OF 
WITS AND BRAINS 


Thus, to and fro, the pendulum of his 
fate has swung, leaving him always 
calm and smiling and unperturbed. 

“ All my life I have been chasing for- 
tune,” he says. “But it never was for 
the sake of money alone, but for the 
sheer joy of pitting my wits and brains 
against others. 

“I could have gone to Cambridge like 
my twin brothers. Instead, because 
horses had always fascinated me from 
the first day I played truant from school 
to run off to the local racetrack, I chose 
to come to England and study at a 
veterinary college. 

“ All my life I’ve mixed with men who 
gambled in thousands, but thank 
heaven I never made gold my god. 
The man who does is a fool, for how- 
ever much he makes he’ll never find 
happiness.” 

To-day the hectic pace of life has 
Slowed The thrills and the colour have 
gone. And “Old J. D.” bearded, blue- 
eyed, alert and active for all his eighty- 
five full years, is left with nothing but 
his memories 

But what memories they are ! 

Among them, and perhaps the best 
and raciest of his recollections, is the 
story of Coronet, the dark bay stallion 
with the white blaze on its forehead, 
that he bought from a priest and trained 
in secret to win the Newmarket 
Handicap. 

“J. D.” was on holiday in Tasmania 
when he first saw Coronet and its stable- 
mate, Anchorite. 

“They were owned by a sporting 
priest,” he told me, “and he liked to 
see them looking fat and sleek instead 
of in lean racing trim, but in spite of 
their condition I recognised them as 
class horses, and I made him a bid.” 

“You know, Father,” he said, “those 
horses are wasted here. I'll give you 
four hundred for the pair of them.” 

The priest shook his head. “No, you 
won't.” he said. “I won't take less 
than a thousand guineas. But mark

“That settled it for me,” Robertson 
Says. “I wrote him a cheque right 
away, and when I travelled back to 
Melbourne, Coronet and  Anchorite 
came with me.

when I gave them their first trial I 
knew that I had not wasted either my 
time or money. 

“I had some good horses in my 
stable, but Coronet and Anchorite 
came away from them as though they 
were standing still. 

“Coronet proved the better of the 
two, and after I had clocked his time 
and given him stiff trials over sprint 
and longer distances, I decided to have 
a shot at bringing off a gigantic coup 
on the big Australian double event— 
the six furlongs Newmarket Handicap 
and the two and a quarter miles Aus- 
tralian Cup, 


MANIPULATING

“It approximates to the Cambridge- 
shire and Cesarewitch double in Eng- 
land, and the fact that a few years 
before I had seen that great horse 
Rosebery bring off the double there 
gave me the idea of trying it with 
Coronet. 

“His terrible form on his few ap- 
pearances in Tasmania when he had 
raced hopelessly out of condition 
brought him the bottom weight of 
Seven stone for the Newmarket sprint. 

“On this handicap I knew that he

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had at least two stone in hand, which 
made him the nearest thing to a racing 
certainty I had struck.” 

“Old J. D.” was the only man in 
Australia who knew Coronet’s true 
form. His private trials gallop upon 
which ‘he had spent several thousand 
pounds was bordered on one side by 
the ocean and could not be overlooked. 

So he knew there was no possibility 
of any touts having spied upon 
Coronet’s secret gallop, and he made 
elaborate preparations to bring off his 
coup Without arousing the suspicions 
of the “ring.” 

He stayed in Melbourne to manipu- 
late the market there, sending other 
agents all over Australia with instruc- 
tions to wait for a wire from him 
before they made a single bet. 

So well did he time it, so cunningly 
did he work, that when the wagers 
came flooding back to Melbourne, the 
“ring,” faced with the possibility of 
having to pay out nearly £200,000 if 
Coronet won, had to confess defeat. 

“You've caught us, ‘J. D...” they 
“We can’t pay if you win. 
You've skinned the whole market. The 
best we can do is offer you £109,000 to 
nothing against your horse.” 


CLOUDBURST OVER 
RACE TRACK 


But Jimmy Robertson was too shrewd 
to strike any fancy wager out of which 
the bookmakers might have a chance 
to wriggle after the race. 

“I made them lay me £90,000 to 
£1,000 against Coronet in the New- 
market Handicap, and decided to clean 
up on the other leg of the double. 

“I engaged Sam Cracknell to ride 
for me, and everything looked rosy 
until the day before the race, when a 
cloud burst over the track and in a few 
hours the mud was over the horses’ 
fetlocks. 

“ All Coronet’s work had been done 
on hard going. I had never seen him 
in mud, and I had no idea how he 
would perform in such conditions. 

“Finally I decided to end my sus- 
pense by giving him a rousing trial on 
the morning of the race. He went su 
well that I knew the £90,000 was as 
good as in my pocket, and when I 
found that fourpenny-piece in the mud 
just after he had galloped by, I felt 
doubly sure. 

“I had a few more bets on the 
course, and just before the race I went 
along to see Cracknell. He was a good 
jockey but there was a field of between 
twenty and thirty runners, and I 
couldn’t afford to have any mistakes 
made. 

“* Listen, Sam,’ I said, ‘ you couldn't 
lose if you wanted to. There's a 
present of £2,000 for you when Coronet 
is past the post, but if anything beats 
you look out! 

“But I need have had no fears. 
Coronet didn’t put a foot wrong, and 
he gave Cracknell an armchair ride. 
Part of the agreement under which the 
priest had sold Coronet to me was that 
he should be on the odds to a hundred 
each time he ran, and I was able to 
send him a couple of thousand to show 
that the prayers of the Church were 
helping! 

“Immediately afterwards I began 
backing the horse for the Australian 
Cup. I took £4,000 to £1,000, £3,000 to 
£1,000, £2,000 to £1,000—everything I 
could get until I had backed him right 
down to 2—1 on. 

“In the end I stood to win something 
like £150,000. 

“There were fifteen runners in the 
field, but I decided to cut down the 
opposition by buying up as many as I 
could and scratching them! I spent 
more than £6,000 eliminating Coronet’s 
rivals one by one until on the day of 
the race only seven or eight went to 
the post. 

“But this time my coup came un- 
Stuck. Coronet went away from the 
gate like an arrow from a bow. 

“Two hundred yards from the post 
he was ten lengths in front and going 
like an express train. The crowd were 
shouting him home when the accident 
happened. 

“Coronet struck a slippery patch of 
turf where a sheep track crossed the 
course, and almost came down. Sam 
managed to keep his seat and gather 
the horse together. but by the time he 
got into his stride again half the field 
had gone by, and he finished back in 
the ruck. 

“That proved an expensive slip for 
me, for not only did I lose several 
thousand pounds. but it was later dis- 
covered that the accident had finished 
Coronet’s racing career. 

“He had ‘jinked’ his back so badly 
that all the big muscles were strained 
I engaged two of the finest veterinary 
surgeons in the country to attend him, 
but his first trial spin showed that it 
would be useless to race him again. 


\Entirely HERBAL 
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“Not long afterwards I sold him to 
Tommy Wilson, the noted trainer, for 
a thousand guineas, and he sired 
several winners.” 

Despite his heavy reverse in the 
‘Australian Cup, Jimmy Robertson still 
cleaned up a nice little fortune over 
Coronet, but he was not so fortunate 
with Anchorite. the other thoroughbred 
he purchased from the sporting priest. 

He backed him heavily for the valu- 
able Melbourne Cup in the same year, 
but Anchorite finished nowhere, and 
after running second in the Adelaide 
Cup he did little else. 

Then one morning they found him 
lying down in his box. They could not 
get him to his feet, and a few hours 
later he died, victim to a disease of the 
bone from which many of the famous 
St. Alban’s descendants suffered. 

“Weight for age, Coronet was the 
best I ever trained, but, good as he was, 
a slippery patch of turf was enough to 
beat him. which only proves what I’ve 
always said, ‘Racing is made for the 
bookie.’ ?

Altogether it is an inhospitable place 
with strong currents, sharp bends, 
hidden pinnacles of rocks ready to hole 
any steel hull. No wonder ships do not 
care to navigate these Straits by night, 
and normally avoid them even by day. 

Yet this setting was destined to be the 
perfect background for a naval drama 
unrivalled in sea history. 

On December 6, 1914, Admiral von 
Spee, with his five cruisers, Scharnhorst, 
Gneisenau, Leipzig, Nurnberg and 
Dresden, fresh from victory over our 
squadron at the Battle of Coronel, 
steamed eastward round Cape Horn, and 
at breakfast time of the 8th arrived cff 
the Falklands. 

No serious resistance was expected by 
the German admiral. Soon some 2,000 
British islanders would have been 
terrorised, a different flag hoisted and a 
most convenient base captured. 

Then came one of the biggest sur- 
prises in history, when a -British 
Squadron was seen within the harbour. 
Binoculars were focused and confirmed 
this alarming news. Instantly von Spee 
sought to rectify his mistake, turned 
away eastward at top speed, his sole aim

now being to escape from 
the Atlantic. Seldom had 
a distinguished flag-officer 
brought his force straight 
into such a trap. 

For out in his wake 
rushed two mighty battle- 
cruisers and five cruisers, 
which so determinedly chased and 
fought that, by the end of the day, von 
Spee, together with the first four ships, 
were all sent to the bottom. In one 
operation Admiral Sturdee’s vessels 
wiped out a most serious overseas 
menace, and avenged Coronel. 

But, thanks partly to luck, though 
chiefly to the oncoming of thick 
weather, the three-funnelled 3,544 tons 
cruiser Dresden, with her 25 knots speed, 
escaped. Bereft of sister ships, 
thousands of miles from home, with no 
German colonial base anywhere, her 
future seemed hopeless. 


Into The Unknown 


What could her commanding officer, 
Captain Ludecke, with his 300 subordin- 
ates, do ? 

Night joined the curtain of mist, a 
fresh northwester stirred the chill seas 
into dangerous waves, engines were 
revolving to their limit, heavy water 
kept thudding on to the decks, and all 
through the darkness Dresden was 
making a wild ride into the unknown. 

For Ludecke only three courses seemed

possible—surrender to the British, 
internment at some South American 
harbour, or evasion, And, being a keen 
officer, he dismissed the first two as 
unthinkable, At present, making a wide 
sweep, he was steaming back beyond 
Cape Horn, crashing through the vile 
bie i, and thus passed two anxious 
ays. 

Forenoon of December 10 revealed the 
Pacific side of South America’s rock- 
girt shores lathered in foam,’ great 
masses of ocean hurling themselves 
where islands succeeded islets, and 
filling the air with spray. 

Cockburn Channel, one of the 
Magellan Straits exits on this side, 
showed up. Entering past the pinnacles 
cautiously, Dresden smoothed her water, 
proceeded inland a few miles. apd at 
4 p.m, let go anchor in the secluded 
shelter of Sholl Bay. 

Safe? For the present—yes. 

But these fast cruisers were un- 
economical with coal, and three days’ 
hard steaming had left in Ludecke’s 
bunkers only 160. tons. Somehow, and 
from somewhere, he must get hold of at 
least another 700 tons. The need was 
urgent and immediate. 

That night, however, arrived an un- 
welcome visitor.

the German Consul was able to use 
tugs, motor-boats and small fishing craft 
for sending Ludecke casks of provisions 
and regular news of his enemies’ activi- 
ties. A great game of hide-and-seek, 
this. 

Another setback happened on the day 
after Christmas, when by an unfor- 
tunate coincidence a motor sailing- 
boat named Galileo, owned by a French 
trapper, entered Hewett Bay. Some of 
Ludecke’s crew were about in one of 
the ship’s boats, and the two parties 
stumbled into conversation, after which 
the Frenchman accused them of being 
Germans, 

Captain Ludecke became uneasy. 

Next day, 
when Albert 
Pagels (one of 
the German 
Gonsuikcts 
helpers) arrived 
in his motor- 
boat from Punta 
Arenas, he must 
needs pilot Dres- 
den to a small 
cove further 
north-west, marked on the 
chart as “unexplored dry 
land.” Here Ludecke again 
breathed freely, and named 
this new seclusion Christ- 
mas Bay. 

Meanwhile the French 
trapper hurried back to Punta Arenas, 
broke the news to the British Consul, 
Mr. Milward, himself a retired master 
mariner and of the highest integrity, 
who went aboard and informed Admiral 
Stoddart Gn charge of the cruisers); 
but the report was regarded as a trick 
to entice H.M.S. Carnarvon and Bristol 
on to the rocks. Did not the chart prove 
the non-existence of Hewett Bay? 

Mr. Milward, in despair, telegraphed 
his valuable information to the Ad- 
miralty; but such was the 4rickiness, 
such. the German South American in- 
fluence, that this - message never 
reached Whitehall. 


Neutral Territory 


It was irregularity, too, on the part 
of South American officials which 
allowed on December 18 the Hamburg- 
South America liner Sierra Cordoba to 
leave Montevideo with 1,500 tons of 
coal and provisions for Dresden. 

Passing through Punta Arenas eight 
days later, she was making for Hewett 
Bay when the Carnarvon chased her 
into a bight. Up steamed the Chilean 
destroyer Lynch, who stressed the 
matter of neutral territory. 

Carnarvon withdrew, but eventually 
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Valparaiso. Here she filled up with |

The risk of these supply ships being 
caught on the high seas was always 
considerable, so it had been decided 
that the ss. Gotha from Montevideo 
should also meet him not earlier than 
March 5 and not later than March 30 
at a spot off the Chilean coast, west of 
Coronel, 200 miles south of Mas-a-fuera 
Island.

Captain (now Vice-Admiral) Allen 
told me: “We altered course so as to 
head her off, and were working up speed 
as quickly as_ possible, undoubtedly 
closing her, when suddenly she turned 
away till stern on to us. She had only 
just seen us.” 

So high out of the water did the 
German hull stand, that she was evl- 
dently very short of coal; nor had Kent 
more than 500 of her normal 1,600 tons. 
A glorious race now began, and one of 
the most thrilling incidents since the 
adoption of steam. 

Aboard the British cruiser all canvas 
screens were taken down to decrease 
windage; every man, not required else- 
where, was ordered aft so as to keep 
the ship’s stern and-propellers 3} inches 
deeper; and all spare wood was sent 
below into the furnaces. 

Stokers performed the impossible. 
Tney suceeded in getting 26,000 horse- 
power, whereas her record was 22,300.

lessed Berlin, and received this reply: 
“His Majesty the Kaiser sets you free 
to lay yourself up.” 


Ludecke, however, still hoped to repair 
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war began; and if her cargo of 
briquettes was not ideal for a warship, 
at least it was preferable to sodden 
wood, 

So the two vessels secured alongside 
each other, derricks were swung out, 
Turpin’s donkey-engines rattled away 
and every available man set to work 
filling coal-bags rapidly. 

A desperate and exciting contest with 
the clock ensued. All became bustle and 
noise, rather than preparedness for 
sudden duel. Until 10 p.m. of the 13th 
this hurried replenishment went on, but 
now with 750 tons aboard, Dresden 
shoved off, scorned the nocturnal diffi- 
culties of navigation, steamed down 
Magdalena Sound and Cockburn 
Channel, bound for a secret hiding-place 
well known to the German Consul 
through the fishermen-trappers that 
once lived in the Fatherland. 

Five hours after this departure there 
reached Punta Arenas from the east- 


ward another grey warship, H.M.S. 
Bristol, one of Sturdee’s. cruisers. 
Narrow escape for the runaway! 


Ludecke, steaming towards the Straits’ 
Pacific coast by daylight, gained. Hewett 
Bay, another desolate though snug 
anchorage, at the south-west end of 
Barbara Channel, where also she found 
concealed the S.S. Amasis, ‘that had 
been one of von Spee’s supply-ships. 

Safe at last from interference, Dres- 
den’s people could smile while rival 
cruisers searched fjords and explored 
channels without once visiting Hewett 
Bay. Why? Because our Admiralty 
charts for this area were most inac- 
curate, based on surveys made even 
before Queen Victoria came to the 
throne. 

Certain sections marked as dry land 
were in reality sea !- Cartographically 
this Hewett Bay did not exist! Thus 
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Lynch allowed the supply-ship to 
depart. The latver, after hiding a while 
in the narrow fjord of Martinez Inlet, 
was daringly piloted by Pagels past 
two somnolent British cruisers in Sholl 
Bay one night, and came with the 
dawn on January 19 triumphantly into 
Christmas Bay. 

But nine days later Ludecke’s 
anxieties increased, when his position 
was accidentally revealed by another 
otter-hunter; and next by one more 
Chilean destroyer. The vagrant there- 
fore shifted further north-west to a 
bay south of Santa Inez Island, then 
unknown to the outside world, and un- 
surveyed. 

These changes were disconcerting, 
and secrecy could not be kept up much 
longer. Made independent by the sup- 
plies, Ludecke resolved to quit. He sent 
a telegram to the German Admiralty, 
who replied on February 10 advising 
him to come home up the Atlantic and 
colliers should await him off Lavan- 
deira Reef, Northern Brazil. 

Ludecke not unnaturally preferred 
to try his luck in the Pacific, raiding 
steamers for their coal and food; then 
sinking them and retreating behind 
some unprotected island. 

With this intention, having played 
hide-and-seek for two whole months in 
the Magellan district, he finally took 
Dresden to sea late in the afternoon of 
February 14. Standing 200 miles out 
from the land, he kept Sierra Cordoba 
half that distance ahead as scout. 

But at the end of a fortnight Dresden 
had not captured One steamer, and 
Sierra Cordoba needed to borrow some 
of Ludecke’s coal.ere being sent into 


his machinery and receive his supply 
ships, if only those confounded English 
cruisers could be kept guessing. 

Guessing? Well, naval warfare is not 
all brute force. 

The Kent’s officers had tried to 
decipher those two code signals inter- 
cepted from Dresden on the 8th, but no 
une could solve the problem. Captain 
Allen therefore wirelessed it to H.M.S. 
Glasgow, which also was hunting the 
Pacific. 

Clever minds once more were 
defeated, but her commanding officer 
(Captain Luce) told me that a certain 
Lieutenant refused to give in. Early on 
the morning of March 13 the latter 
interpreted the symbols to be orders for 
some ship or ships to meet Dresden at 
Juan Fernandez Island. 

So the kind of brain which solves 
cross-word *uzzles brought about a fine 
result. 

Next morning Glasgow, Kent and the 
armed merchant cruiser Orama sud- 
denly concentrated on Cumberland Bay 
and perceived their evasive foe. Think- 
ing she was about to run off once more, 
they all fired on her till she hoisted the 
white flag. Then the Germans aban- 
doned her on fire aft. Soon she dis- 
appeared bows first into the depths, and 
that was the end of three adventurous 
months. 

If only Mr. Milward’s advice had been 
accepted at the right time! But the 
Admiralty made the most courteous 
amend, and presented him with a gold 
watch, so that when he passed away a 
few years later, he died happily.

When Louis was arrested, he 
handed the police a carefully kept 
diary in which he had kept a 
profit-and-loss account of his 
crimes, which ranged from petty 
larceny to murder. 


In that diary Louis—his real name 
was Louis Charles Phillippe—had 
listed.all his “ ordinary ” crimes in 
black. 


Murders and attempted murders 
were entered in red ink. A marginal 
note against each set out the estimated 
gain or loss over the transaction. 


The names of 13 prospective victims 
were also carefully written in. Their 
names were surrounded with black 
crosses, and the reason for wanting to 
kill each one. ; 

Two of them were the wealthy English- 
women. The diary gave details of their 
movements and the best time for finding 
them alone in their sleepers in the 
Riviera Express. 


JEWELS 

Louis knew that they always had a 
great deal of money and jewels with 
them. 

He has confessed that he and an 
accomplice, Louis Belligand, boarded a 
train on which one of them was travel- 
ling from the Riviera to Paris. 

But Belligand lost his nerve, and an 
entry, in red ink, shows that Louis had 
made him the 13th prospective victim. 

“ Belligand is too weak for this man’s 
job of mass murder,” Louis is alleged to 
have told the police. 

Another of the 13 marked down for 
killing was a man who had refused to 
allow Louis to sleep in an outhouse. 

Five members of the staff of a re- 
mand home to which Louis was sent in 
his youth were also included. He 


planned to send poisoned chocolates to 
them. 


KILLED ACCOMPLICE 

After his arrest Louis told the police 
that he killed another accomplice, 
Durand, nicknamed “ The Mosquito,” be- 
cause Durand was dissatisfied with his 
Share of the spoil after they murdered a 
seventy-years-old grocer in Paris. 

On Thursday night the police ex- 
humed the body of “ The Mosquito,” who 
had been found “drowned” in the 
Seine. It had been recorded as a case of 
Suicide. But when the body was dug up 
and re-examined, a surgeon found

“Tt is certain,” he declared, “ that the 
crash happened six or seven days ago, 
just about the time when the German 
‘plane from the Balearics was reported 
missing. 

“Some peasants say they heard explo- 
sions in the mountains. A search party 
was sent out, but nothing was found. 

“To-day a search party of Alpine 
chasseurs was dispatched on skis and 
they found the wreck.”—B.U.P,

Unperturbed, Rovers covered 


the top and played. o’er and around it! 


the pond with planks, laid turf on 
And that was how the 


Champions of Professionalism, the Cup Immortals, were born. 


Created by two Blackburn Grammar 
School Old Boys, Arthur Constantine 
and John Lewis, the Lancastrians have a 
curious affinity with Aston Villa. Both 
have the same foundation date—1874— 
both have won “t Coop” six times, 
Blackburn's Cup saga is indeed lyric. 

First professional combination to 
smash the supremacy of the amateurs, 
they engaged—from November 1, 1879, 
to March 21, 1891—in 53 ties, winning 
46, losing 7. In this outburst they con- 
tested six finals in London, tasting de- 
feat once. All told, Rovers netted 217 
times, forfeiting 57. 

In the 80’s Blackburn nearly won the 
Glamour Title—* Champions of the 
World.” Nearly is the operative word. 
Rovers succumbed to Renton, famed 
Scots eleven who, training on Scotch 
broth, later whipped West Bromwich in 
a game pretentiously labelled “ The 
Championship of the World.” 

On another occasion—18814—a goal- 
keeper, one ~“ Herby” Arthur, was the 
central figure in a fantastic incident. 
Blackburn were playing at Burnley in a 
tearing blizzard. Frozen and blinded, 
every Rover quit except Arthur, who, 
like Horatius, remained to defy eleven 
men and the gale. 


Immediately the game was resumed 
“ Herby ” coolly claimed offside and the 
match was abandoned, This same 
“Herby” Arthur Was Capped seven 


times for England. He was one of the- 
finest goalkeepers the game has known. 
Old-timers will recall Tom Brandon at 
full-back. To-day, over fifty vears since 
first it was chanted, they sing this old 
jingle on the oceasions when the teams 
meet: “When the Rovers played North 
End, Tom Brandon did defend: he 
stopped Jack Ross from being the boss, 
when the Rovers played North End.” 
And Jack Ross wanted some stopping. 


Genius has always prospered at Black- 
burn. A host of names spring from the 
past—Bob Crompton, Rovers’ present 
manager, is the ideal for all right-backs, 
Between 1902 and 1914 this great Rover 
monopolised this position in England 
teams. 

In 1910 came another star from Fal- 
kirk—Jocky Simpson, an outside-right 
of English parentage. His name will be 
handed to posterity with those of Alex 
Jackson and Stan Matthews, He played 
eight times for England. 

There are the others. Hughie Mac- 
Intyre, one-time captain of Rangers, 
probably the best right-half to don the 
club colours; Harry Healless, indomit- 
able centre-half, who led Blackburn to 
sensational 


that Cup triumph over 
Huddersfield in 1928; Jimmy McIntyre, 
who shares with Billy Richardson 


(West Bromwich) the record of scoring 
four goals in five minutes: William 
Townley, who established a record for 
Cup Finals by scoring three goals in 
1890: Bill Imrie, Austin Campbell, 
Jackie Braton, and many more. 

Blackburn's best-ever team? Ah.... 
Dog-eared records imply that the 
Ancients were Masters of Art in Foot- 
ball. Doubtless they were, but the 
romantic memories that grow with age 
are sometimes misleading. 

As a modern I am not prepared to 
concede that soccer to-day is less 
skilled. 1 believe that altered condi- 
tions of play rule out comparisons. 
For the past, I must accept the word 
of my elders. For the vresent I stand 
by my own judgment. With these 
reservations I offer this best Blackburn 
eleven. arthur: Crompton, Suter:

OUR FAMOUS 
POINTS SYSTEM 


ERE is the way to work our points 

table: To each of the most difficult 
matches we have allocated 10 points. 
These points are divided into what 
proportion we think are the chances of 
a home win, an away win, or a draw. 
As an example, let us take Ipswich v. 
Swindon. In this game we think 
Ipswich will win, so we have appor- 
tioned five points for a home win, four 
for a draw, and one for a possible away 
win.
